23 persons were killed, including an 
American Air Force officer.

The U.S. Air Force officer killed 
in the crash had been serving as 
an adviser to the Viet Namese 
air force, the spokesman said. 
His name was withheld until 
next of kin were notified. 
A radio m essage from Pleiku 
said a ground search party that 
hacked its way through the jungle 
of South Viet N am 's central high­ 
lands found the bodies of two 
American officers and one enlist­ 
ed man in the helicopter wreck­ 
age. 
One of the helicopter’s five 
American occupants—an officer— 
was rescued alive Sunday a few 
miles from the crash site, the 
message said. Another U.S. en­ 
listed man and two Vietnamese 
soldiers were m issing. 
The downed H21 helicopter was 
on a combat support mission over 
the Communist-infested highlands 
when it was shot down Sunday 
near the village of Dak Rode, 
about 15 miles from the Laotian 
border and 275 m iles north of Sai­ 
gon.

Discovered 30,000 Feet up 


The recipe for an eye-catching 
pears and puff-pastry dessert, dis­ 
covered at 30,000 feet, is one of 
the highlights of Elaine Ross' lat­ 
est cookbook. "European Desserts 
for American Kitchens." 
On a trip to Bermuda aboard a 
British Overseas Airways Cor­ 
poration airliner, Mrs. Ross sam­ 
pled Bristol Pears. Impressed by 
its looks and taste, she made a 
mental note of the flavor and tex­ 
ture and worked out the recipe 
on her return home. 
Here is the recipe for eight 
BOAC Bristol Pears 
Peel and core 8 medium-size 
pears. Cut thin slice from bottom 
of each so that pears will stand 
upright. In a pan large enough 
to accommodate pears in a single 
fayser. dissolve 
cup sugar in 
1 cup water and the juice of >4 
lemon. Add pears. Cover pet, and 
simmer about 30 to 43 minutes, or 
until tender. Remove fruit, drain 
and chill. 
Prepare one - half -ecipe of 
Cream Puff Paste (see below), 
and bake 8 dessert puffs. Cool, 
and cut off the tops. 
Prepare one recipe of Creme 
Patissiere (see below). 
Whip 1'4 cups heavy cream un­ 
til stiff with *4 cup sugar, and 
chill. 
An hour or so before serving 
time, assemble the dessert: Fill 
the bottoms of the dessert puffs 
with Creme Patiessiere, and ar­ 
range the puffs on a round serv­ 
ing p l a t t e r . Drain the pears 
thoroughly, and placed them up­ 
right in the partially filled puffs. 
Spoon the whipped cream into a 
pastry tube and pipe it between 
and all around the filled puffs. 
Decorate the platter with candied 
violets or bits of angelica. Chill 
until serving time. 
Cream Puff Paste 
In a saucepan over medium 
heat, bring to a boil >4 pound 
butter, cut into pieces, and 1 cup 
water. Add 1 cup four all at 
once, and stir vigorously until the 
mixture comes away from the 
sides of the pan and forms a ball. 
Turn into the small bowl of the 
electric mixer, and add 4 eggs, 
one at a time, beating thoroughly 
at high speed after the addition 
of each egg. After the last egg 
is worked into the paste, beat an 
additional 3 minutes. 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees.

Pie Has a Delicate Flavor 


Raisin Bread 
Is Delicious 
With Coffee 


Here is a delicious bread that 
travelers abroad have found serv­ 
ed with coffee every afternoon in 
most country inns around Brus­ 
sels. 
Rich Raisin Bread 
1 cup raisins or currents. 
8 cups (2 lbs.) sifted flour 
*/» tsp. salt. 
*4 cup lukewarm milk 
1 package dry yeast dissolved 
in y . cup warm water 
3 egg yolks 
1 tbsp. granulated sugar 
% cup butter, melted and 
cooled 
Soak raisins or currants in hot 
water until plump. 
Sift flour and salt into a large 
mixing bowl. Make a well in cen­ 
ter and pour into it milk and dis­ 
solved yeast. Slowly work in half 
the flour from the sides. Let this 
dough stand 6 minutes. It wi l l 
crack. 
Blend in egg yolks, granulated 
sugar, butter, and drained raisins. 
Knead into a loaf. Cover and let 
rise in warm place for 1 hour. 
Punch down dough. Divide into 
2 loaves and put into 2 well-but­ 
tered bread pans. Brush w i t h 
beaten eggs. Bake 15 minutes at 
450 degrees, then reduce heat to 
350 degrees and bake 20 to 30 
minutes longer. When done, bread 
has a hollow sound when tapped 
and comes away from side of pan. 
Makes 2 loaves. 


The fluffy lightness and delicate 
flavor of Sherry Almond Pie is per­ 
fectly complemented by the corn 
flake crust.

Season with thyme, marjoram, or 
other chicken seasonings or herbs 
as desired. Stir and simmer until 
well blended. Then add 2'4 pints 
cream and simmer another 5 min­ 
utes. 
Serve in a sauce boat f r o m 
which guests may spoon desired 
amount over sauteed c h i c k e n 
breasts and rice. 
The sauce may be made up well 
ahead of time, refrigerated, and 
then reheated; or it can be pre­ 
pared and hour or so in advance 
and kept warm in a chafing dish. 
‘Company’ Dishes for Family 
As it happens, many of Mrs. 
Neil's "company" dishes turn up 
on thé family table. This was re­ 
vealed in the conversation when 
she said " . . . we eat three full 
meals a day." and then mentioned 
that one of her best "company" 
recipes was so good, she often 
prepared it for their own break­ 
fast. 
An omelet folded over orange- 
flavored cream and c o t t a g e 
cheese, sprinkled with confection­ 
er's sugar, and covered with 
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strawberries, it doesn't seem very 
easy to this let’s - open - a • can- 
type chef, but it does sound as 
if it would be well worth all the 
trouble. 
Here is Mrs. Neil's recipe: 
Omelet Coeur a la Creme 
Ingredients: 
One - half ol a 8 - oz. package of 
cream cheese 
>4 cup creamed cottage cheese 
1 tsp. grated orange rind. 
4 tsp. sugar 
8 eggs 
2 Lbs. cold water 
1 tsp. salt 
% Lbs. butter 
Confectioner's sugar 
1 package frozen sliced straw­ 
berries. 
Step No. I: 
Rub cream cheese against side 
of bowl with back of spoon to 
soften. Stir in cottage cheese, 
orange rind, and 2 tsp. of the 
sugar. Into another bowl, crack 
eggs, and add water, salt, and 


rest of sugar. Do not blend. Place 
both bowls in refrigerator. (This 
is imperative, for the mixtures 
miist be firm when cooking.) 
Step No. 2: 
Melt the butter in a 10 • Inch 
skillet and coat bottom and sides 
thoroughly. Now blend egg mix- 
'ure well with an electric mixer. 
Pour into skillet. A s mixture sets, 
gently pull edges in toward center 
with a fork, letting uncooked mix­ 
ture flow to the bottom. Repeat 
all around omelette. Continue un­ 
til all of omelet is creamy, but 
i not dry. 
Step No. 1: 
Remove cheese mixture from 
refrigerator and place on half the 
omelet (the portion farthest away 
from handle of pan). Fold un- 
;covered half over cheese. S l i d e 
carefully onto platter, sprinkle 
with confectioner's sugar, a n d 
spoon on berries. Serve piping hot. 
Accept compliments.

Dick Got 
Himself 
Educated

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Many 
Americans feel that vacations are 
a time for fun and frolic. Many 
others seek rest and relaxation, 
I have just returned from one 
of the educational type vacations. 
I didn't plan it that way, but 
that's the way it worked out. 
While making an 
extensive, 
cross-country automobile trip, I 
became an involuntary expert on 
the recreational h a b i t s of truck 
drivers. In fact, I was able to 
evolve a theory as to how the 
drivers amuse themselves during 
long hauls over the more-or-less 
open road. 
Scholarly conjecture, plus deep 
draughts of diesel fumes, led me 
to conclude that they keep their 
wits sharp and their driving skill 
at peak condition by playing a 
variation of the old game of 
“bumper tag," otherwise known 
as "Detroit chess.” 
The rules go something like 
this: 
Each driver receives five points 
for every automobile that he can 
“capture,” or force into a queue, 
while laboring up a steep hill or 
rounding a b l i n d curve in low 
gear. 
Any Number Play 
Any number of trucks can play 
and a driver may "capture” cars 
either as a solitary player or 
while playing in partnership with 
another truck. At times, a part 
nership offers certain advantages 
For example, if one truck takes 
a position immediately behind an 
other truck at the bottom of a 
hill or the beginning of a curve 
they are said to be "tailgated ’ 
Passing becomes twice as diffi­ 
cult and the scores of both driv 
ers are doubled. 
If, however, the second truck 
cannot maintain the "tailgate 
position and drops back in the 
procession, then each driver only 
gets credit for half of the auto­ 
mobiles "captured” on that par­ 
ticular hill or curve. 


Now he Is faced with monumen­ 
tal indifference in Congress and 
a pal! of apathy on the subject 
throughout the country. But he 
isn’t discouraged. 
"I think we’re at a low point,” 
he said in an interview. “I think 
public interest will pick up when 
we get more intensive action at 
the local level. And that will be 
soon.” 
Pittman has purchased $35 mil­ 
lion worth of food and equipment 
which is scheduled to start mov­ 
ing next fall into well-marked 
public shelters. He made clear he 
expected this to perk up public 
interest. 
He conceded that it is difficult 
to stir enthusiasm for distributing 
umbrellas when it isn't raining, 
and that 
national interest in 
homefront protection seldom runs 
high when diplomatic waters are 
calm. 
"But,” he said, "when you 
come hard up against deciding 
who is to get what shelter space, 
and under what circumstances 
you should bring the baby’s bot­ 
tle, such small questions in total 
may have a strong if less spec­ 
tacular hold on the public inter­ 
est." 
Action Not Expected 
Pittman said there are several 
misconceptions about the shelter 
program, and listed them as fol­ 
lows: 
—That Congress is about to 
scuttle the whole shelter project. 
It’s true, he conceded, that Con­ 
gress has scheduled no hearings 
and seems unlikely to act favor­ 
ably on the $460 million "shelter 
incentive program ,” but 135,000,­ 
000 shelter spaces are planned 
under other programs and 60.­ 
000,000 already have been select­ 
ed. Without the incentive money, 
civil defense still should have 
about $235 million for the fiscal 
year begun July 1, or about the 
same as last year. 
—That studies have shown fall­ 
out shelters would save many 
lives in a nuclear war. On the 
contrary, Pittm an said, the trend 
is toward a potential war situa­ 
tion in which shelters would be 
increasingly effective. He pointed 
out that more and more intercon­ 
tinental missiles are being placed 
in underground launching silos, 
and that attempts to knock these 
out would require ground nuclear 
bursts — the kind that create fall­ 
out.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - Ital 
¡an arm y ballistics experts today 
exam ined 
fragm ents of a bomb 
that exploded Saturday night in 
St. Peter’s Basilica. 
Vatican 
officials 
and 
police 
leaned to the theory that a crank 
set off the bomb in Christendom's 
largest 
basilica. 
The bomb was set on the ledge 
of a monument of Pope Clement 
X to the right of the apse behind 
the main altar. The blast only 
slightly dam aged the base of the 
statue and the fram e of the near­ 
by organ. (No one w as injured.) 
Security m easures w ere imme­ 
diately taken at St. 
Peter's, in 
the Vatican palaces, and at Pope 
John’s sum m er home at the near­ 
by town of Castelgandolfo where 
the Pope went Sunday.
